U.S. willing to 
take Rohingya 
boat people

WASHINGTON (AP) The 

United States is willing to 
take in Rohingya refugees 
as part of international ef¬ 
forts to cope with South¬ 
east Asia’s stranded boat 
people, the State Depart¬ 
ment said Wednesday. 
Spokeswoman Marie Hart 
said that the U.S. is pre¬ 
pared to take a leading 
role in any multicountry ef¬ 
fort, organized by the Unit¬ 
ed Nations refugee agen¬ 
cy, to resettle the most vul¬ 
nerable refugees. 

In the past three weeks, 
more than 3,000 people 
Rohingya Muslims fleeing 
persecution in Myanmar 
and Bangladeshis trying to 
escape poverty have land¬ 
ed in overcrowded boats 
on the shores of various 
Southeast Asian countries. 
Aid groups say thousands 
more are stranded at sea 
after human smugglers 
abandoned their boats 
because of a crackdown 
by authorities. 

Indonesia, Malaysia and 
Thailand have been reluc¬ 
tant to let the Rohingya in 
and have turned boats full 
of hungry, thirsty people 
away, because they fear 
a flood of unwanted mi¬ 
grants. Hart welcomed the 
governments' decision “to 
uphold their responsibili¬ 
ties under international law 
and provide humanitarian 
assistance and shelter to 
7,000 vulnerable migrants." 
The U.S. would consider re¬ 
quests from the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
and International Orga¬ 
nization for Migration for 
funds to help receive and 
screen refugees as they 
come to shore. 

Hart said that since Oct. 1, 
the U.S. has resettled more 
than 1,000 Rohingya. Last 
year, the U.S. accepted 
nearly 70,000 refugees 
people with a well-found¬ 
ed fear of persecution 
from around the world. 

“I think the Malaysians and 
the Indonesians have re¬ 
quested some help reset¬ 
tling people. We're taking 
a careful look at the pro¬ 
posal,” Hart told reporters 
in Washington. □

The firefight in Waco is rais¬ 
ing questions about per¬ 
ceptions and portrayals of 
crime in America, consid¬ 
ering the vehement reac¬ 
tion that the earlier protests 
got from police, politicians 
and some members of the 
public. 

Unlike in Ferguson and 
Baltimore, where protests 
went on for days, there 
was no live news coverage 
of the Waco shootout. And 
yet the incident at a Texas 
restaurant hasn't been 
used as a bridge to discuss 
other issues about families, 
poverty and crime, media 
critics, columnists and civil 
rights activists say. 

They complain that there 
appears to be little societal 
concern about the gun¬ 
play at a restaurant in Tex¬ 
as, whereas politicians — 
including President Barack 
Obama — described vio¬ 
lent looters in Baltimore as 
“thugs," and the media 
devoted hours of televi¬ 
sion and radio airtime to 
dissecting social ills that af¬ 
fect the black community. 
On Twitter, #wacothugs 
and #whiteonwhitecrime 
were trending, with colum¬ 
nists around the nation de¬ 
bating the differences. 

The shootout at a Twin 
Peaks restaurant in Waco 
left nine people dead and 
18 injured. About 170 bik¬ 


ers have been charged 
with engaging in organized 
crime, with bond at $1 mil¬ 
lion for each suspect. Mug 
shots show an array of sus¬ 
pects: white, Hispanic, a 
white woman and a man 
who looked black. 

Police said the fight started 
because a vehicle rolled 
over a man’s foot. That 
caused a dispute that 
continued inside the res¬ 
taurant, where fighting 
and then shooting began, 
before the violence spilled 
back outside, they said. 
About 50 weapons were 
confiscated, mostly knives 
and firearms. However, po¬ 
lice said a final count could 
show there were more than 
100 weapons. 

Officials said the nine dead 
were Bandidos and Cos¬ 
sacks members, ranging 
in age from 27 to 65. Pre¬ 
liminary autopsy results 
showed all nine were killed 
by gunshots. 

There were no deaths dur¬ 
ing the Baltimore and Fer¬ 
guson protests, yet people 
immediately stereotyped 
all of the protesters as 
criminals, said Nicole Lee, 
a human rights lawyer who 
worked with protesters in 
both cities.

Despite some surprising 
quirks in the collection, the 
overall message of the 103 
letters, videos and reports 
made public Wednesday 
hews to the terror group’s 
familiar mission: In the 
name of God, find a way 
to kill Americans. Kill Euro¬ 
peans. Kill Jews. 

“Uproot the obnoxious tree 
by concentrating on its 
American trunk,” bin Lad¬ 
en writes in a letter urging 
al-Qaida affiliates in North 
Africa to not be distracted 
by fighting local security 
forces and to avoid Muslim 
infighting. 

The U.S. Office of the Direc¬ 
tor of National Intelligence 
said the documents, re¬ 
leased as online images, 
were among a collection 
of books, U.S. think tank re¬ 
ports and other materials 
recovered in the May 2011 
raid that killed bin Laden at 
his compound in Abbotta- 
bad, Pakistan. 

The information was de¬ 
classified and made public 
after a review by govern¬ 
ment agencies, as required 
by a 2014 law. Hundreds 
more documents found 
at the compound will be 
reviewed for possible de- 
classification and release, 
the office said Wednesday, 
four years after bin Laden's 
death. 

The documents, as trans¬ 
lated by U.S. intelligence 
officials, mix the mun¬ 
dane language of busi¬ 
ness — personnel training, 
budget matters, financing 
for “workshops and col¬ 
laborating groups” — with 
fervent religious appeals 
and updates on terrorism 
plots, all written in flowery 
language full of praise for 
God. 

The documents include a 
fill-in-the-blanks job appli¬ 
cation for al-Qaida can¬ 
didates that not only asks 
typical human resources 
questions about educa¬ 
tion and hobbies but also, 
“Do you wish to execute a 
suicide operation?” It re¬ 
quests an emergency con¬ 
tact should the applicant 


become a martyr. 

Drone strikes against al- 
Qaida leaders in Pakistan, 
the near-suffocation of the 
group’s affiliate in Iraq be¬ 
ginning in 2007, and other 
developments severely 
undercut bin Laden in the 
years before his death. The 
terrorist threat shifted to 
al-Qaida affiliates in other 
areas, including in Yemen 
and North Africa. U.S. offi¬ 
cials have said that at the 
time of bin Laden's death 
al-Qaida no longer exer¬ 
cised the same level of 
control he once had. 

A May 2007 letter to bin 
Laden from “the Jihad 
and Reform Front” implores 
him to disavow “the on¬ 
going catastrophes and 
disasters" committed by 
al-Qaida in Iraq, the fore¬ 
runner of today's Islamic 
State group, which strayed 
from al-Qaida’s orders with 
its brutal attacks on fellow 
Muslims. 

“If you still can, then this is 
your last chance to rem¬ 
edy the Jihad breakdown 
that is about to take place 
in Iraq,” the letter warns bin 
Laden. 

Al-Qaida did reject the 
splinter group, but the Is¬ 
lamic State kept grow¬ 
ing, and after bin Laden's 
death it went on to seize a 
swath of Syria and Iraq, kill¬ 
ing Muslims and Christians, 
beheading Westerners and 
drawing warplanes from a 
U.S.-led international coali¬ 
tion to the region. 

At one point, an undated 
“Report on External Opera¬ 
tions” presented bin Laden 
with a litany of excuses for 
failure to reach al-Qaida’s 
violent goals for the year, 
including orders to kill Jews. 
“First of them was bad luck 
and God wasn’t on our 
side," it says, before running 
through complaints about 
a lack of well-trained per¬ 
sonnel, poor communica¬ 
tions, trouble with transpor¬ 
tation, insufficient weapons 
and difficulty evading se¬ 
curity forces.

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Why many experts missed this: Cheap oil can hurt US economy

WASHINGTON (AP) — If 

there was one thing most 
economists agreed on 
at the start of the year, it 
was this: Plunging oil prices 
would boost the U.S. econ¬ 
omy. 

It hasn’t worked out that 
way. 

The economy is thought to 
have shrunk in the January- 
March quarter and may 
barely grow for the first half 
of 2015 — thanks in part to 
sharp cuts in energy drilling. 
And despite their savings at 
the gas pump, consumers 
have slowed rather than in¬ 
creased their spending. 

At $2.71 a gallon, the av¬ 
erage price of gas nation¬ 
wide is nearly $1 lower than 
it was a year ago. In Janu¬ 
ary, the average briefly 
reached $2.03, the lowest 
in five years. 

Cheaper oil and gas had 
been expected to turbo¬ 
charge spending and drive 
growth, more than making 
up for any economic dam¬ 
age caused by cutbacks in 
the U.S. oil patch. 

Consider what Federal Re¬ 
serve Chair Janet Yellen 
said in December: Low¬ 
er gas prices, Yellen de¬ 
clared, are “certainly good 
for families. ... It’s like a tax 
cut that boosts their spend¬ 
ing power." 

Other experts were more 
direct: “Lower oil prices are 
an unambiguous plus for 
the U.S. economy," Chris 
Lafakis, an economist at 
Moody’s Analytics, wrote in 
January. 

So what did they get 
wrong? 


It turns out that the eco¬ 
nomic effects of lower en¬ 
ergy prices have evolved 
since the Great Recession. 
Corporate spending on drill 
rigs, steel piping for wells 
and railcars to transport oil 
has become an increasing¬ 
ly vital driver of economic 
growth. So when oil prices 
fall and energy companies 
retrench, the economy suf¬ 
fers. 

The drilling boom that 
erupted in 2008 has boost¬ 
ed U.S. oil production nearly 
75 percent and natural gas 
30 percent and made the 
United States the world's 
largest combined produc¬ 
er of oil and natural gas. 
Energy production contrib¬ 
utes about 2 percent to 
economic output, up from 
less than 1 percent in 2000. 
Yet in recent months, in¬ 
dustry activity has dropped 
more sharply than predict¬ 
ed. 

“So far, it is fair to say that 
we have been hurt more 
than helped," Lafakis ac¬ 
knowledges now. 

During their policy meet¬ 
ing last month. Fed officials 
grappled with the chang¬ 
ing impact of cheaper oil, 
according to minutes of the 
meeting released Wednes¬ 
day. Several policymak¬ 
ers said the economic 
drag from drilling cutbacks 
could be “larger and lon¬ 
ger-lasting than previously 
anticipated." 

They also worried that the 
weakness in consumer 
spending, despite cheaper 
gas, suggested that Ameri¬ 
cans might generally be 
more reluctant to spend 
than assumed. 


Some economists are re¬ 
considering assumptions 
they use to forecast the 
economy.

ous quarter's 4.4 percent. 
Much of the cash saved 
at the gas pump was put 
away: The U.S. savings rate 
reached its highest point 
in more than two years. 
Wal-Mart and Target have 
confirmed that their sales 
aren't getting much lift 
from cheaper gas. 

For Vince Cimilluca, a 
28-year-old video edi¬ 
tor in Edison, New Jersey, 
lower gas prices haven’t 
changed his finances 
much. He’s struggling to 
pay $800 a month in stu¬ 
dent debt while saving for 
a home. He's seen gas pric¬ 
es gyrate and doesn’t trust 
they'll stay low. 

“The extra money that I 
have, I save,” Cimilluca 
says. For the economy, 
the technological break¬ 
throughs that allowed the 
energy industry to power 
growth now help explain 
the slowdown. As the 
2008-09 recession ended, 
companies used hydrau¬ 
lic fracturing, or fracking, 
to unlock underground re¬ 
serves. Oil, at $100 a barrel 
or more, made such efforts 
profitable. 

Jim Burkhard of IHS Energy 
estimates that U.S. and Ca¬ 
nadian energy companies 
increased investment in 
production from $98 billion 
in 2005 to $363 billion last 
year. U.S. oil and gas jobs 
nearly doubled to 537,000. 
In addition, jobs were add¬ 
ed at steel mills, at sand pits 
to process sand for frack¬ 
ing and at restaurants and 
service companies in areas

WASHINGTON (AP) — Four 
of the world’s biggest 
banks agreed Wednesday 
to pay more than $5 bil¬ 
lion in penalties and plead 
guilty to rigging the cur¬ 
rency markets — a rare 
instance in which federal 
prosecutors have wrung 
an admission of criminal 
wrongdoing from a major 
financial institution. 

Traders at JPMorgan 
Chase, Citigroup’s banking 
unit Citicorp, Barclays and 
the Royal Bank of Scotland 
were accused of work¬ 
ing together to manipu¬ 
late rates on the foreign 
exchange market, where 
hundreds of billions of dol¬ 
lars and euros change 
hands back and forth. 

The penalties are a victory 
for the government and 
reflect a broader effort by 
the Justice Department, 
long criticized as reluctant 
to prosecute big banks, 
to tackle financial miscon¬ 
duct. 

In the past 18 months, pros¬ 
ecutors have brought crim¬ 
inal cases against banks 
accused of tax evasion 
and sanctions violations, 
and have reached mul- 
tibillion-dollar settlements 
with several others for their 
roles in the 2008 financial 
meltdown. 

Still, the punishment an¬ 
nounced Wednesday may 
have limited practical con¬ 
sequences. 

The four banks will be able 
to continue to do busi¬ 
ness in the currency mar¬ 
kets. No executives were 
charged, though that part 
of the investigation con¬ 
tinues. And the fines, while 
large, are a fraction of 
what the institutions have 
made through currency 
trading over the past de¬ 
cade.

Still, JPMorgan Chase had 
$4.1 billion in revenue from 
its fixed income and cur¬ 
rencies business in the first 
quarter of this year alone, 
while Citi had $3.48 billion. 
It is rare to see a bank 
plead guilty to wrongdo¬ 
ing. 

Even in the aftermath of 
the meltdown, most finan¬ 
cial companies reached 
“non-prosecution agree¬ 
ments” or “deferred pros¬ 
ecution agreements" with 
regulators, agreeing to 
pay tens of billions in fines 
but not admitting any guilt. 
If any wrongdoing was ac¬ 
knowledged, it was usually 
by one of the bank’s sub¬ 
sidiaries or divisions, not the 
overall company.

Judge won’t reopen RadioShack 
intellectual property auction: AP

WILMINGTON, Del. (AP) — A Delaware bankruptcy 
judge on Wednesday refused to reopen a disputed 
auction for the sale of RadioShack’s intellectual prop¬ 
erty, including trademarks and data on some 67 mil¬ 
lion customers of the electronics retailer. 

Following a hearing Wednesday, Judge Brendan 
Shannon said he would not second-guess a decision 
to change an open bidding process at last week’s 
auction to a call for final sealed bids from three poten¬ 
tial buyers. 

The auction ended with General Wireless, an affiliate 
of hedge fund Standard General, declared the winner 
with a bid of $26.2 million. 

While certain issues remain to be resolved. Shannon 
said he was prepared to approve the sale of the Ra¬ 
dioShack brand and other intellectual property to 
General Wireless, which also is acquiring more than 
1,740 RadioShack stores. 

Another bidder, Wonderland Investment Group, ar¬ 
gued that the intellectual property auction was im¬ 
properly changed when potential buyers were told, 
after several rounds of open bidding in minimum in¬ 
crements of $100,000, to submit final sealed bids. The 
switch was made when the bidding, which opened at 
$12 million, stood at $18 million, with concerns that the 
open bidding momentum was flagging. 

“I think $8.2 million speaks for itself," David Peress, a 
consultant assisting in the auction process, said about 
the final result. 

But Wonderland, which offered $30 million after the 
bidding was closed, asked Shannon to reopen the bid¬ 
ding. It was supported in its request by RadioShack’s 
official committee of unsecured creditors and by Sa- 
lus Capital Partners, a senior lender that held priority 
claims on the intellectual property. 

But Shannon said there were no proper grounds for 
him to reopen the bidding, even if it would result in mil¬ 
lions more for RadioShack creditors. 

“The switch to sealed bids, I believe, was permissible," 
Shannon said, citing language in the bid procedures 
order that allowed RadioShack, after consultation with 
interested parties, to adopt appropriate auction rules. 
The judge also noted concerns that reopening the 
bidding could have upset a settlement agreement 
reached with several state attorneys general to pro¬ 
tect the privacy of RadioShack customers. 

As the result of mediation, RadioShack agreed to sell 
only a few categories of its customer data, includ¬ 
ing names, mailing addresses, email addresses ac¬ 
tive within the past two years, and limited transaction 
data, such as purchase price, product information 
and store location.

The EU has taken a tough 
stance against settlements 
built on lands claimed by 
the Palestinians. 

As the bus plan was un¬ 
veiled, Israeli critics across 
the political spectrum de¬ 
rided it as racist, with one 
opposition politician com¬ 
paring it to “apartheid.” 
Israeli President Reuven 
Rivlin, a member of Netan¬ 
yahu’s Likud Party, called 
the plan “unthinkable” 
and said there had been 
“great damage” to Israel. 
Netanyahu’s new coali¬ 
tion, which was sworn into 
office last week, is domi¬ 
nated by settler sympathiz¬ 
ers, and the busing plan, 
launched late Tuesday on 
a trial basis, had sought 
to separate settlers and 
Palestinians from travel¬ 
ing together through the 
West Bank.The plan’s mas¬ 
termind, Defense Minister 
Moshe Yaalon, said it was 
connected solely to secu¬ 
rity.

location. 

Ahn said North Korea ap¬ 


proved the crossing and 
has requested confirma¬ 
tion with Seoul through the 
Red Cross. But she said she 
was informed after arriving 
with her group on Tuesday 
that Seoul had not replied.

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Cruise ship freed from reef off Bermuda departs for Boston

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) - A cruise ship that 
ran aground on a reef 
near Bermuda departed 
for Boston on Wednesday 
after repairs were made to 
its steering system, officials 
said. 

The Norwegian Dawn 
carrying nearly 3,500 pas¬ 
sengers and crew hit the 
reef late Tuesday and was 
stuck for more than six 
hours before a rising tide 
helped push it into deeper 


water. 

Norwegian Cruise Line 
said a temporary malfunc¬ 
tion in the steering system 
had forced it off course 
as the ship departed Ber¬ 
muda, where it had spent 
three days in port as part 
of a seven-day roundtrip 
to the island. 

The company said 
Wednesday a team of ex¬ 
perts had inspected the 
ship and found it safe to 
operate. It was expected 
to reach Boston on Friday 
and be ready to make its 


scheduled departure later 
that day for a return to Ber¬ 
muda, the company said. 
“We sincerely apologize 
for the inconvenience and 
greatly appreciate our 
guests' understanding,” a 
company statement said. 
The ship's 2,443 passen¬ 
gers will receive a 15 per¬ 
cent credit for a future 
cruise. 

Rachel Hansen, a pas¬ 
senger from Londonderry, 
New Hampshire, said the 
ship was about 3 miles 
from Bermuda when it ran 


aground. 

"We definitely felt it,” she 
told The Associated Press 
by telephone. "We were 
in the middle of eating 
dinner. ... There was a 
shudder for maybe 30 sec¬ 
onds to a minute and then 
there was a sudden stop.” 
Passengers were allowed 
to disembark during the 
delay, but were asked to 
stay close to the ship, said 
Mitchell Walker, a 33-year- 
old passenger from New 
York state. 

"It’s been a bit inconve¬ 


nient, but not the worst 
thing that could have hap¬ 
pened,” he said. “There 
are worse places you 
could be shipwrecked.” 
The problem with the 
Norwegian Dawn forced 
another cruise ship, the 
Norwegian Breakaway, 
to drop anchor offshore 
when it reached Bermuda 
on Wednesday. Passen¬ 
gers, however, still were 
able to enjoy the island, 
with ferries brought in to 
carry them ashore, the 
government said.Q 


Colombians celebrate baby's miracle survival from mudslide

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) 

— Colombians are cel¬ 
ebrating the rescue of an 
11-month-old baby who 
survived a huge mudslide 
that killed at least 78 peo¬ 
ple, including the child’s 
mother and 11 other rela¬ 
tives, but officials held out 
no hope Wednesday for 
finding more survivors. 
Jhosep Diaz was found 
buried face-down in the 
mud Monday, more than 
a mile (almost 2 kilometer) 
from where he had been 
sleeping when a flash flood 
swept away dozens of 
homes before dawn in the 
mountain town of Salgar. 
The doctor who first treated 
him said he was very cold 
and nearing hypothermia, 
but appeared to have 
avoided greater damages 
because he was nestled 
in a padded crib when he 
was carried away by the 
current. 

“He was unconscious and 
didn't open his little eyes 
but was breathing,” Dr. 


Jesus Antonio Guisao told 
The Associated Press on 
Wednesday as details of 


the baby’s saga emerged 
on the front pages of Co¬ 
lombia’s newspapers. 

After the baby’s vital signs 


were stabilized, he was 
transferred to a hospital 
in Medellin. Doctors said 


Wednesday that the baby 
suffered multiple abrasions 
and light bruises as well as 
a broken rib, but was oth¬ 


erwise recovering well. 

The heart-warming tale of 
survival contrasted with 


the still-emerging picture 
of devastation in Colom¬ 
bia’s most-deadly natural 
disaster since a 1999 earth¬ 


quake. 

Authorities told the AP 
there was no chance of 
finding any more survivors, 
even as a team of 300 res¬ 
cuers continued to search 
home by home the neigh¬ 
borhoods ravaged by the 
mudslide. Between 50 and 
80 people were believed 
missing, the Red Cross said. 
Among those killed were 
12 of the baby’s relatives, 
including his mother. Four 
other four family members 
were still missing but pre¬ 
sumed dead, said Alvaro 
Hernandez, the boy’s pa¬ 
ternal grandfather. 
Hernandez, who is expect¬ 
ed to assume custody of 
the child in absence of the 
father, who was killed a 
year ago, told the AP that 
the boy and his 22-year-old 
mother lived in a nearby 
town but were visiting rela¬ 
tives in Salgar when the 
tragedy struck. 

“Amid so much bad news 
concerning the death of 16 
of our relatives, my grand¬ 
son’s survival is a miracle,” 
Henandez told the AP.Q

Exxon Mobil says oil discovery off Guyana is ‘significant’ 


GEORGETOWN, Guyana 
(AP) — Exxon Mobil Corp. 
confirmed Wednesday 
that it has made what it 
calls a “significant” oil dis¬ 
covery off Guyana in wa¬ 
ters also claimed by Ven¬ 
ezuela as part of a long- 
running border dispute be¬ 
tween the South American 
countries. 

The company and Guy¬ 
ana’s government had 


said May 7 that the explo¬ 
ration was showing prom¬ 
ise but provided no details. 
Exxon Mobil now says it is still 
working to determine the 
commercial viability of the 
find at a site within the 6.6 
million-acre area known as 
the Stabroek Block but has 
reasons to be optimistic. 

“I am encouraged by the 
results of the first well on the 
Stabroek Block,” said Ste¬ 


phen M. Greenlee, presi¬ 
dent of ExxonMobil Explo¬ 
ration Co. 

The company says it en¬ 
countered more than 295 
feet (90 meters) of high- 
quality oil-bearing sand¬ 
stone reservoirs in the drill¬ 
ing site about 120 miles 
(193 kilometers) off Guy¬ 
ana. It said the well was 
safely drilled to 17,825 feet 
(5,433 meters) in 5,719 feet 


(1,743 meters) of water. 

This would be the first sig¬ 
nificant oil discovery fol¬ 
lowing decades of explo¬ 
ration within the territory of 
Guyana, a largely unde¬ 
veloped country of about 
800,000 people. 

Venezuela has long 
claimed about two-thirds 
of Guyana’s territory as 
well as the offshore area 
where Exxon Mobil began 


drilling in March. 

In October 2013, the Ven¬ 
ezuelan navy detained an 
oil research vessel operat¬ 
ing under contract for U.S.- 
based Anadarko Petro¬ 
leum Corp. Guyana Foreign 
Minister Carolyn Rodrigues- 
Birkett said in March that 
her country would push 
ahead with exploration in 
the area despite protests 
by Venezuela.^

Goodell mentions 
Germany, Mexico 
for possible games

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 

future regular-season NFL 
game in Mexico or Germa¬ 
ny was discussed by NFL 
owners Wednesday. 
Commissioner Roger 

Goodell said both coun¬ 
tries have reached out 
about hosting games, and 
there is “renewed inter¬ 
est" among the owners. 
The league is intent on ex¬ 
panding its international 
series, and it will have three 
games in London this sea¬ 
son for the second straight 
year. Arizona hosted San 
Francisco in Mexico City 
in 2005, drawing a record 
crowd of 103,467 for a reg¬ 
ular-season game. 

There have been five pre¬ 
season matches played in 
Germany, none since 1994. 
Goodell also says Rio de 
Janeiro has shown interest 
in staging a Pro Bowl. 

The commissioner cites the 
“passion for our game and 
taking it to another level” 
for the league pursuing 
more international match¬ 
es. There is speculation 
that any game in Mexico 
would be played in Mon¬ 
terrey or Guadalajara, not 
Mexico City.

Azteca is the biggest sta¬ 
dium in the country. 
However, the iconic ball¬ 
park that has hosted two 
World Cups needs major 
renovations to bring it clos¬ 
er to the level of the newest 
stadiums in Mexico such as 
Omnilife in Guadalajara, or 
the new BBVA Stadium in 
Monterrey.

Roger Bannister’s 4-minute mile shoes to go on auction block

LONDON (AP) — The run¬ 
ning shoes used to set one 
of the greatest milestones 
in sports history are going 
up for sale. 

The lightweight leather 
spikes worn by Roger Ban¬ 
nister when he broke the 
4-minute mile in 1954 will 
go on the block on Sept. 10 
in London at Christie’s auc¬ 
tion house. 

Christie's said Wednesday 
the shoes are expected 
to fetch between 30,000 
($47,000) and 50,000 
pounds ($78,000). 

The shoes, made by GT 
Law and Son, had long, 
thin spikes and weighed 41/2 
ounces, much lighter than 
other shoes at the time. 
“They served me great pur¬ 
pose,” Bannister said in the 


Christie’s announcement. 
“I'm grateful to them. I 
think it’s the right time to 
part with them.” 

Bannister, a young medi¬ 
cal student at the time, 
became the first runner to 
break the fabled 4-minute 
barrier when he clocked 3 
minutes, 59.4 seconds on 
May 6, 1954, 

at the Iffley Road Track in 
Oxford. It was a record that 
many had thought human¬ 
ly impossible at the time. 
Bannister, who was knight¬ 
ed in 1975, 

is now 86 and lives in Ox¬ 
ford with his wife, Moyra. 
He is coping with the ef¬ 
fects of Parkinson’s. 

The shoes will be offered 
for sale along with a “letter 
of provenance” signed by 
Bannister and a letter writ¬ 
ten to him prior to the race 


denoting “the lightness" of 
the shoes. 

“I could see there was an 
advantage in having the 
shoes as light as possible,” 


Bannister said. “The leather 
is extremely thin and the 
spikes are unusually thin, 
as I used a grindstone to 
make them even thinner. 


These shoes are the last 
tangible link I have with the 
4-minute mile.” 

On the morning of the 
race, Bannister sharpened 
his spikes on a grindstone in 
the laboratory at St. Mary's 
Hospital in London, where 
he was studying. 

Bannister's trophies are on 
display at Oxford’s Pem¬ 
broke College, where he 
served as master. 

Bannister said he plans to 
donate part of the pro¬ 
ceeds from the auction to 
the Autonomic Charitable 
Trust, which encourages 
neurological research. He 
devoted most of his medi¬ 
cal career to the study of 
neurological conditions. 
“Other worthwhile causes 
in which I have an interest 
will also benefit,” Bannister

Down big at home, the 
Golden State Warriors went 
small. 

It turned out to make a 
huge difference. 

Stephen Curry hit two free 
throws in the final seconds 
to finish with 34 points, and 
the Warriors rallied from a 
16-point deficit in the sec¬ 
ond quarter to beat the 
Houston Rockets 110-106 
on Tuesday night in Game 
1 of the Western Confer¬ 
ence finals. 

With the Rockets seemingly 
ready to rout the home 
team, the Warriors used 
a smaller lineup featuring 
6-foot-7 Draymond Green 
at center and closed the 
first half on a 21-4 run. 
Shaun Livingston scored 14 
of his 18 points in the quar¬ 
ter, helping Golden State 
go ahead 58-55 at half¬ 
time. 

The Warriors held off James 
Harden and Houston in the 
fourth quarter again be¬ 
hind their undersized line¬ 
up, which worked especial¬ 
ly well after Rockets center 
Dwight Howard departed 
with a left knee injury. 

“It really stretches people 
out,” Warriors coach Steve 
Kerr said of his lineup full of 
shooters. “Houston does 
the same thing. It was an in¬ 
teresting chess match, be¬ 
cause they like to go small 
and we like to go small.” 
Harden, the runner-up to 
Curry in the MVP voting, 
nearly brought the Rock¬ 
ets back without Howard in 
the fourth. Harden finished 
with 28 points, 11 rebounds, 
nine assists and four steals. 


but his late push fell short. 
“You can’t give a really 
good shooting team easy 
layups and confidence," 
said Harden, who shot 11 
of 20 from the field. “That's 
what we did in the second 
quarter.” 

Game 2 is Thursday night in 
Oakland, and it’s unclear if 
Howard can play. Howard 
doesn't think the injury will 
sideline him for the series. 
“Hopefully Dwight is 
healthy and we can play 
big,” Rockets coach Kevin 
McHale said. “We didn't 
have that option with 
Dwight out.” 

Harden, serenaded with 
chants of “Over-rated!" 
from Warriors fans, mixed 
in a series of step-back 
jumpers and driving la¬ 
yups to help Houston even 
the score at 95-all midway 
through the fourth. 

But the Warriors shut down 
Houston for long stretches, 
and Curry kept hitting shots 
to match Harden's bril¬ 
liance. Curry connected 
on a 3-pointer and con¬ 
verted a layup to put Gold¬ 
en State up 108-97 with 2:01 
remaining. 

“It’s entertaining basket¬ 
ball. We’re both supposed 
to help our team win and 
do what we can to impact 
the game," said Curry, 
whose 2-year-old daughter 
Riley, playfully interrupted 
him during his postgame 
news conference. 

The Rockets never relent¬ 
ed, though, with Trevor Ari- 
za making a 3-pointer that 
trimmed the Warriors’ lead 
to 108-106 with 14.6 sec¬ 
onds to play. 

Curry twice caught the 
inbounds pass, and the 


Rockets were forced to foul 
him both times. He hit both 
free throws to seal Golden 
State’s win. 

“When we go small, it's not 
necessarily small. We have 
guys out there that can 
guard multiple positions,” 
Livingston said. “From 
there, it’s just feeding off 
our crowd.” 

Curry added six rebounds 
and five assists, and Green 
had 13 points, 12 rebounds 
and eight assists to boost 


the Warriors when they 
needed it most. 

Ariza scored 20 points and 
Josh Smith had 17 points 
and seven rebounds for the 
Rockets.

Shaw and Marian Hossa 
scored power-play goals in 
the opening minutes, but 
Chicago couldn’t score 
again in the longest game 
in Honda Center history un¬ 


only had about 42 hours 
until the puck drops for 
Game 3 in Chicago on 
Thursday. 

“I just hope we don't have 
any more like that,” Shaw 
said. “I think this helps us, 
and showed us what can 
happen if we keep sticking 
to it and competing. We’ll 
find a way to win.” 

Corey Crawford made 60 
saves as the Blackhawks 
finally handed the Ducks 
their second loss of the 
postseason. 

The game was the 17th- 
longest in NHL history, and 
the longest since Dallas 
and San Jose went four 
overtimes on May 4, 2008. 
Shaw attempted to end it 
during a power play 8:47 
into the second overtime 
by knocking a high-arch¬ 
ing rebound of Pafrick 
Kane's shof into the net 
with his helmet in a stun¬ 
ning soccer-style play, but 
the goal was illegal.

Corey Perry tied 
it late in the second pe¬ 
riod for the Ducks, who 
dropped to 9-2 in the post¬ 
season with their first home 
loss in seven games, miss¬ 
ing numerous chances to 
end it. Andrew Cogliano 
also scored for Anaheim, 
which was shuf ouf over 
fhe final 78:42. 

“There were a few posts, a 
few crossbars,” Perry said. 
“It's a tough one to swal¬ 
low, but you get right back 
at it, put it behind you and 
get ready for the next 
one.” These Western pow¬ 
ers came into the series 
with ample rest after eas¬ 
ily winning their second- 
round series, but they used 
up much of fhat extra en¬ 
ergy in a marathon Game 
2 . 


Anaheim hadn't played a 
game with multiple over¬ 
times since May 3, 2009, 
while Chicago won two 
multiple-overtime games 
in the first round against 
Nashville. The game was 
the second-longest in 
Ducks history, trailing only a 
five-overtime game at Dal¬ 
las in 2003. 

Two days after Anaheim 
comfortably won the se¬

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Drivers set to ask fans how to make Formula 1 more exciting

MONACO (AP) — Formula 
One drivers will ask fans 
for their views on how to 
improve the sport as part 
of an increased effort to 
make racing more excit¬ 
ing. The initiative will be of¬ 
ficially presented on Thurs¬ 
day at the Monaco Grand 
Prix by the Grand Prix Driv¬ 
ers Association, a group 
which includes four-time FI 
champion Sebastian Vet- 
tel, former champion Jen¬ 
son Button and retired FI 
racer Alex Wurz. 

In a statement Wednes¬ 
day, the GPDA said it 
would be “the most exten¬ 
sive, in-depth survey of fan 
opinion ever undertaken 
by any sport in the world." 
Slower races, less noise 
and a lack of overtaking 
are among the current 
problems affecting view¬ 
ers’ enjoyment of the sport. 
“The fans are very impor¬ 
tant, their opinions, and 
that’s exactly why the 
GPDA has a global fan sur¬ 
vey,” Button said Wednes¬ 
day at a pre-race news 
conference. “It's mas¬ 
sively important because 
we wouldn’t be here if it 
wasn't for the fans.” 

The Spanish GP two weeks 


ago highlighted some of 
the problems: Mercedes 
driver Nico Rosberg won 
almost unchallenged from 
pole position, and Vettel — 
who drives for rival Ferrari — 
crossed 45 seconds behind 
him in third place. 

FI also is also viewed as be¬ 
ing less welcoming to fans 


than other sports such as 
Moto GP racing and the 
world endurance cham¬ 
pionship, where fans have 
greater access to riders 
and drivers. Although FI 
interest remains high in Brit¬ 
ain — with Hamilton chas¬ 
ing a third title — television 
audiences have flagged 


elsewhere. Button, who 
has competed in 273 races 
and won the world title in 
2009, says the sport is less 
exciting now. 

“The best year that I raced 
in Formula One, the most 
fun from a driver’s point of 
view, was 2004,” he said. 
“We had VI0 engines, 


three liter, 900hp, they 
revved to 21,000rpm, we 
had a tire war. It was great, 
but times change.” 

Last week, FI’s strategy 
group - consisting of Fer¬ 
rari and Mercedes, gov¬ 
erning body FIA, and FI 
boss Bernie Ecclestone 
--agreed on new measures 
for 2017 such as refueling, 
more aggressive-looking 
cars, louder engines, and 
faster lap times. 

Refueling, in order to main¬ 
tain a maximum race fuel 
allowance, was ditched 
five years ago. Despite 
major advances in tech¬ 
nology, lap times have 
dropped as drivers priori¬ 
tize tire management over 
driving at full throttle. In or¬ 
der to increase the speed, 
cars will improve their aero¬ 
dynamics with wider tires 
and less car weight, which 
the FIA hopes will lead to 
laps being “five to six sec¬ 
onds” quicker. 

All changes still need ap¬ 
proval by the FI commis¬ 
sion and the FIA's World 
Motor Sport Council before 
becoming official. 

It is uncertain whether 
the FIA will take the GP- 
DA’s survey into consider¬ 
ation once the results are 
known. □ 


Zakarin wins 11th stage; 
Contador keeps Giro lead 


IMOLA, Italy (AP) — Russian 
rider Ilnur Zakarin won the 
rainy 11th stage of the Giro 
d'ltalia on Wednesday, 
and Alberto Contador re¬ 
tained the pink jersey. 
Zakarin, who recently won 
the Tour de Romandie, got 
in an early breakaway then 
launched a solo attack 
with 25 kilometers (15 miles) 
to go. 

“I started this morning with 
the right spirit and the 
breakaway worked well,” 
the Katusha rider said. “I 
tried to attack once then 
the second time worked. 
... I still can’t believe I won 
the Tour de Romandie and 
now I’ve won a stage in 
the Giro. I’m feeling a lot of 
emotions." 

Zakarin finished in less than 
four hours over the hilly 


153-kilometer (95-mile) leg 
from Forli to Imola, which 
ended on the Enzo and 
Dino Ferrari racing car cir¬ 
cuit that formerly hosted 
the San Marino Grand Prix. 
Carlos Betancur of Colom¬ 
bia won a sprint for second, 
crossing 53 seconds be¬ 
hind, and Franco Pellizotti 
of Italy was third with the 
same time. Both were also 
part of the breakaway. 
Contador surged in front on 
the final climb of the day, 
apparently to approach 
the ensuing slippery de¬ 
scent in the lead. He re¬ 
mained three seconds 
ahead of Italian rider Fabio 
Aru in the overall standings. 
Contador dislocated his 
shoulder in a fall on the final 
sprint of Stage 6. 

“I’m feeling better every 


day and the cuts on my 
legs are improving,” said 
the Spaniard, who rides for 
Tinkoff-Saxo. “It might seem 
simple but there’s a ton of 
road left.” 

Rigoberto Uran, the Colom¬ 
bian who finished second 
overall in the last two years, 
fell with about 15 kilometers 
(10 miles) to go, tearing his 
jersey on the left shoulder. 
He changed bikes and 
continued. 

Meanwhile, overall con¬ 
tender Richie Porte was 
penalized two minutes in 
the general classification 
late Wednesday after it 
was revealed that a mem¬ 
ber of another team, Simon 
Clarke, helped him after a 
tire puncture by giving him 
a wheel during the 10th 
stage.

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Review: Curves and ‘self-healing’ 
in super-premium phones

NEW YORK (AP) — For those 
not satisfied with just a pre¬ 
mium phone, Samsung 
and LG are offering two 
models best described as 
the Lamborghini of smart¬ 
phones. 

You're already getting a lot 
with flagship phones from 
those two companies. For 
about $100 more, you can 
get a super-charged ex¬ 
perience. Not everyone’s 
going to want or need this, 
but here’s what you get:

SAMSUNG GALAXY S6 
EDGE 

The regular Galaxy S6 offers 
a rich experience: a high- 
resolufion screen wifh vivid 
colors, a fingerprint ID sen¬ 
sor to replace passcodes, 
a heart-rate sensor to track 
fitness and Samsung's best 
smartphone camera yet. 

The Edge version offers 
all that plus a screen that 
curves around the left and 
right edges. The phone 
looks and feels nicer as a 
result, and the side display 
offers these capabilities: 

— When it’s facedown dur¬ 
ing meetings, the phone 
will light up on the side 
when a call or message 
comes in. You can assign 
your top five contacts dif¬ 
ferent colors — everyone 
else gets white — so you 
can gauge whether to in¬ 
terrupt a meeting. 

— If the call isn't urgent, 
you can tap on the heart- 
rate sensor to send the call 
to voicemail. A text mes¬ 
sage is also sent to let the 
caller know you're busy. 

— The side edge can also 
display headlines and oth¬ 
er information, but mostly 
limited to Yahoo and Twit¬ 
ter. During evening hours, 
the side display can turn 
into a nightstand clock. 

The Edge's battery capac¬ 
ity is slightly higher than the 
regular S6's, but the extra 
price you pay is mostly for 
a better look. Depending 
on the carrier, the Edge 
costs $700 to $815 in the 


U.S. without a contract. 
By contrast, the regular S6 
costs $600 to $685. 

LG G FLEX2 

The G Flex2 is curved, too 
— but not around the sides 
to offer notification lights 
and information. Rather, 
the whole phone is slightly 
curved inward from top to 
bottom, as though you’ve 
gently bent it. That’s sup¬ 
posed to give it a bet¬ 
ter fit around your head 
when making calls, similar 
to those old flip phones 
or landline handsets. Of 
course, many people don’t 
use phones for calls any¬ 
more, so that’s not going to 
appeal to everyone. 

The curvature also prom¬ 


ises more immersive view¬ 
ing, especially for video, 
though I found text meant 
for flat screens occasion¬ 
ally distorted when curved. 
So forget about the flex in 
the name. The more im¬ 
pressive feature is LG’s 
“self-healing” technology. 
Keys and other sharp ob¬ 
jects will inevitably scratch 
phones. 

The Flex2's back has tiny 
bubbles that burst open 
when scratched to fill in 
those scratches like paint. 
Deeper scratches didn't 
disappear completely in 
my testing, but this tech¬ 
nology does a good job 
of making fhe phone look 
and feel smooth after such 
abuse. 


You can ditch those bulky 
protective cases, though 
self-healing doesn’t mean 
full protection. The screen 
itself is still prone to scratch¬ 
es and cracks, as with any 
other phone, though LG 
says a special chemical 
layer makes the screen 
more durable. 

Coming soon is an update 
to LG’s flagship phone, G4. 
The screen is slightly curved, 
too, but not as extensively 
as the Flex2. It won't have 
the self-healing technol¬ 
ogy, though, as LG is using 
materials — leather, metal 
or ceramic — that won’t 
be as prone to scratches. 
The G4will also have a bet¬ 
ter camera than its prede¬ 
cessors, including the Flex2. 
The G Flex costs $504 
through Sprint and $709 
through AT&T. 

Prices for the G4 haven't 
been announced yet, but 
high-end phones typically 
go for $600 to $650. The 
leather version might even 
cost more. If you're with 
Sprint, you’re likely getting 
a great deal with a super¬ 
premium model. 

The regular S6 and G4 
models will be fine for most 
people. The extra features 
are neat, but not essential. 
Better to spend the extra 
money on more memory 
to store photos and video 
taken with the improved 
cameras. □ 


UN virtual 
reality film 
highlights 
plight of 
Syrian 
refugees

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 

The United Nations is using 
virtual reality technology to 
help the public experience 
what it is like to live in a Syri¬ 
an refugee camp, showing 
how the latest technology 
can be adapted for hu- 
manifarian efforts. 

“Clouds Over Sidra" is a 
short documentary film fol¬ 
lowing a day in fhe life of 
a 12-year-old Syrian girl liv¬ 
ing in a refugee camp in 
Syria’s neighbor Jordan. 
Using special VR head¬ 
sets, viewers feel like they 
are transported inside the 
Zaatari refugee camp that 
has been the 12-year-old's 
home for the past one and 
a half years. In a scene 
in which children stream 
into a makeshift school, 
the technology makes the 
viewer feel like they could 
reach out and interact with 
the smiling children who 
seem to be approaching 
to greet. 

The Syrian conflict is in its 
fifth year and has triggered 
an exodus of nearly 4 mil¬ 
lion people. UNICEF, the 
U.N. children’s agency, 
says 2 million of the refu¬ 
gees are children. The 
movie was shot with tech¬ 
nology that is also increas¬ 
ingly used in the game in¬ 
dustry. 

VR headsets are not widely 
available to consumers but 
companies such as Sam¬ 
sung, Sony and Facebook 
are trying to make their use 
more mainstream. 

UN project manager Kristin 
Gutekunst said Tuesday the 
virtual reality documentary 
helps people identify with 
the plight of refugees. 

This week, the movie was 
shown to education min¬ 
isters from around the 
world on the sidelines of 
fhe World Education Fo¬ 
rum held in Incheon, South 
Korea.□ 
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Lowe’s IQ profit up on sales growth, but still disappoints 


MOORESVILLE, N.C. (AP) 

— Lowe’s sales and profit 
rose in the first quarter as 
the housing market began 
to thaw, but the perfor¬ 
mance was far from what 
Wall Street had expected 
and shares slid 4 percent 
Wednesday. 

The performance was a 
stark contrast to that of 


its rival, Home Depot Inc., 
which beat almost all pro¬ 
jections Tuesday and raised 
its outlook for the year. 
Investor hopes may have 
been buoyed even further 
this week after the U.S. re¬ 
leased data that appeared 
to reveal a housing market 
on the cusp of a boom. Ac¬ 
cording to the Commerce 


Department, housing starts 
last month increased to a 
pace that has not been 
seen since the start of the 
recession. 

That growth did not lift 
sales as much as had been 
hoped at Lowe’s Cos., 
and a number of analysts 
pointed to the locations of 
its stores as one of the cul¬ 


prits. Industry watchers say 
Home Depot has capital¬ 
ized on its strong presence 
in states that have had a 
strong rebound in housing, 
places like California and 
Nevada. 

“We continue to believe 
they are regularly hit by less 
than ideal real estate they 
built” after 2003-2004, said 


David Strasser of Janney 
Capital Markets. 

For the three months end¬ 
ed May 1, Lowe’s earned 
$673 million, or 70 cents per 
share. While better than the 
$624 million, or 61 cents per 
share, a year earlier, it was 
far from the per-share earn¬ 
ings of 74 cents that industry 
analysts were projecting.Q 


Stocks barely move in yet another listless day for markets

NEW YORK (AP) — The stock 
market showed little life on 
Wednesday as it closed yet 
another trading day barely 
changed from the day be¬ 
fore. 

Major indexes flitted be¬ 
tween tiny gains and losses 
in the morning, rallied a bit 
after the Federal Reserve re¬ 
leased minutes from its last 
meeting, then petered out 
toward the close. The Stan¬ 
dard and Poor’s 500 ended 
lower, but barely — down 
just 0.09 percent. 

It was the fourth day in a 
row that the index moved 
less than one-half of one 
percentage point. 

“There's no real reason to 
rally and no real reason 
to decline," said Matthew 
Tuttle, CEO of money man¬ 
ager Tuttle Tactical Man¬ 
agement. “It’s been really 
boring.” 

The S&P 500 closed down 
1.98 points to 2,125.85. The 
Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age slipped 26.99 points, or 
0.2 percent, to 18,285.40. 
The Nasdaq composite rose 
1.71 points, less than 0.1 per¬ 
cent, to 5,071.74. 

Stocks fell from the open¬ 
ing of trading as investors 


weighed the latest batch 
of earnings reports for the 
first quarter. Etsy plunged 18 
percent after its first earnings 
report as a publicly traded 
company showed a hefty 
quarterly loss. Stock in the e- 
commerce retailer of crafts 
dropped $3.80 to $17.20. 
With most companies out 
with their results, earnings 
per share for S&P 500 stocks 
are expected to have risen 
3 percent from a year ago, 
according to S&P Capital 
IQ, a data provider. That is 
better than the drop that fi¬ 
nancial analysts had been 
predicted in early March, 
but still low by recent stan¬ 
dards. 

More worrisome for markets, 
analysts have been slash¬ 
ing their forecasts for future 
quarters, too. At the begin¬ 
ning of 2015, they were ex¬ 
pecting a 7 percent jump in 
S&P 500 earnings for the full 
year. Now they expect an 
increase of less than 1 per¬ 
cent. 

The tiny move down for the 
Dow on Wednesday came 
after four straight gains. 

Ernie Cecilia, chief invest¬ 
ment officer of Bryn Mawr 
Trust, said investors have 
feared missing out on a six- 
year bull market that never 


seems to falter. 

“Even in the brief sell-offs, it 
seems investors and money 
managers are buying on 
weakness," he said. 

The minutes of the Fed's 
meeting from April showed 
that policymakers at the 
central bank generally 
thought June was too early 
to raise rates. Stocks have 
been propelled higher in 
part by easy money poli¬ 


cies at central banks. A rate 
increase would be the first 
since the global financial 
crisis. 

Among stocks making 
moves: 

— Staples fell 26 cents, or 1.6 
percent, to $16.15 after re¬ 
porting a sharp drop in first- 
quarter earnings. 

— Lowe's sank 4.6 percent 
on earnings and revenue 
that fell short of what ana¬ 


lysts were looking for. Stock 
of the home-improvement 
retailer fell $3.33 to $68.50. 

In Europe, France's CAC 40 
rose 0.3 percent and Brit¬ 
ain's FTSE 100 was up 0.2 
percent. Germany's DAX 
was flat. The price of oil rose 
for the first time in a week af¬ 
ter the Energy Department 
reported a surprisingly large 
drop in supplies of both 
crude oil and fuels.Q 


Shares in Chinese solar maker Hanergy plunge on data 


BEIJING (AP) — The share 
price of a leading Chinese 
manufacturer of solar pan¬ 
els plunged by almost half 
Wednesday and a second 
company warned it might 
face trouble paying its 
debts. 

Shares in Hanergy Thin Film 
Power Group Ltd., a unit 
of Beijing-based Hanergy 
Holding Group, fell 47 per¬ 
cent on the Hong Kong 
stock exchange. Trading 
was halted and the com¬ 


pany made no immedi¬ 
ate public comment on 
the possible reason for the 
plunge. 

Hanergy, which also has 
investments in wind and 
hydro power, had been 
a success story in a Chi¬ 
nese solar industry bat¬ 
tered by price-cutting wars 
and financial problems. 
Its share price had more 
than doubled since Febru¬ 
ary, prompting concern it 
might be rising too fast. 


Hanergy's rise made its 
founder, Li Hejun, one of 
China’s richest entrepre¬ 
neurs with a net worth esti¬ 
mated at $20 billion. It was 
unclear how much that 
fortune might be reduced 
by Wednesday’s collapse 
in the share price of the 
Hong Kong-traded unit. 

Li founded the company in 
1994 to build hydropower 
projects and later shifted 
emphasis in 2009 to solar 
power. It acquired Ger¬ 


many’s Solibro and Califor¬ 
nia’s MiaSole in 2012 and 
said it wanted to become 
a leader in “thin-film" so¬ 
lar panels that can be 
used as tinted windows on 
buildings or integrated into 
building materials for use 
on rooftops. 

Also this week, a second 
solar panel maker, Yingli 
Green Energy Holding Co., 
said in a filing with U.S. se¬ 
curities regulators that its 
high debt level might have 


“significant consequenc¬ 
es" for its operations. It said 
it could not assure inves¬ 
tors it would generate ad¬ 
equate cash flow to pay 
its debts. Yingli issued a 
separate statement later 
saying that comment had 
been misinterpreted in 
some news coverage. The 
company’s chairman and 
CEO, Miao Liansheng, said 
in the statement it should 
be able to meet its repay¬ 
ment obligationsO 
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Fed minutes indicate a

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fed¬ 
eral Reserve policymak¬ 
ers largely agreed when 
they met last month that 
it would be too early to 
start raising interest rates 
in June, as they debated 
whether the economy's 
winter weakness would 
fade or persist. 

While “a few" Fed officials 
believed that the U.S. 
economy would be ready 
to raise rates in June, they 
were outnumbered by 
“many” Fed officials who 
viewed it as “unlikely” that 
the economic data would 
be strong enough to justi¬ 
fy a hike next month. 

The divergent views were 
revealed Wednesday in 
the minutes of the central 
bank's discussions at their 
April 28-29 meeting. The 
Fed has kept its key rate 
near zero since Decem¬ 
ber 2008. 

Many economists at the 
beginning of the year 
pegged June as the most 
likely date for the first rate 
hike. 

But private analysts have 
now pushed that liftoff 
date to September or 
even later given unex¬ 
pected weakness at the 
start of this year. 

“The Fed is still in wait- 
and-see mode,” said Paul 
Ashworth, chief U.S. econ¬ 
omist at Capital Econom¬ 
ics. 

While rates may not rise 
as much or as quickly this 
year as he had initially 
forecast, Ashworth said 
he still believes that rising 
wages and higher infla¬ 
tion will push the Fed to 
move more aggressively 
next year. 

The Fed reiterated that 
the decision to raise rates 
will be based on data and 
considered on a meeting- 
by-meeting basis. It is un¬ 
likely to issue a separate 
notice when a rate hike 
is imminent. Policymakers 
said the public could in¬ 
stead look to its descrip¬ 
tion of the economy in 
its regular post-meeting 
statements for clues on 
the likely timing of a rate 


hike, according to the 
minutes. 

Financial markets took 
the Fed minutes in stride, 
although a brief after¬ 
noon rally faded leaving 
the major indexes mixed. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average finished the day 
down 27 points at 18,285, 
while the Nasdaq com¬ 
posite index was up slight¬ 
ly- 

The minutes showed that 
Fed officials are con¬ 
cerned about market re¬ 
action once they do start 
raising rates, especially as 
bond price “volatility may 
be greater than it had 
been in the past.” Some 
officials worried abouf 
friggering a sharp rise in 
bond rates, similar to the 
spike that occurred in 
June 2013 when the Fed 
first discussed the possibil¬ 
ity of trimming its monthly 
bond purchases. 

The overall economy, as 
measured by the gross 
domestic product, grew 
at a meager rate of jusf 
0.2 percent in the Janu- 
ary-March quarter. The 
figure could well be re¬ 
vised by the government 
next week to show that 
the economy actually 
contracted during the 
period. 

In its policy statement is¬ 
sued after the April meet¬ 
ing, the Fed blamed the 
deceleration on “transi¬ 
tory factors" such as se¬ 
vere winter weather and 
a now-resolved labor dis¬ 
pute at West Coast ports. 
But the minutes of the dis¬ 
cussion show that officials 
debated just how tempo¬ 
rary the slowdown might 
be. 

It cited a number of of¬ 
ficials who felt that the 
strong dollar’s impact on 
exports or the effects of 
cheaper oil onbusiness in¬ 
vestment “might be larger 
and longer-lasting than 
previously anticipated.” 
Some officials also noted 
that lower energy prices 
have yet to fuel consum¬ 
er spending, while others 
said the downside risks to 
growth had risen since the 
Fed’s March meetingO

Both saw their third straight 
quarters of increases for a 
key sales measuremenf, 
buf Target's pace was 
roughly double that of Wal- 
Mart. Both big-box retailers 
are trying to turn around 
their business after a long 
stretch of sluggish sales and 
traffic declines. They’re 
dealing with a still-tough 
economy and shoppers 
who want to buy online or 
in smaller stores for conve¬ 


and is trying to reclaim its 
reputation as a cheap chic 
retailer under CEO Brian 
Cornell. 

Cornell and Wal-Mart's U.S. 
division CEO Greg Foran 
both took those jobs last 
August. 

UnderCornell, Target pulled 
the plug on its money-los¬ 
ing expansion into Canada 
earlier this year so it could 
focus on ifs U.S. business, 
where it's made cost-cut- 
ting moves including elimi¬ 
nating 1,700 positions. 
Target is also doubling 
down on a handful of ar¬ 
eas like fashion, children’s 
products and home furnish¬ 
ings. It's also reimagining its 
grocery area and wants to 
focus on organic, natural, 
gluten-free and locally pro¬ 
duced food. 

“The momentum we've 
seen so far makes us more 
confident than ever that 
we're moving in the right 
direction and encourages 
us to move even faster,” 
Cornell told investors during 
a conference call Wednes¬ 
day. 

Under Foran, Wal-Mart is 
seeking to bolster its posi¬ 
tion as the low-price lead¬ 
er. It also aims to beef up

Still, both Wal-Mart and Tar¬ 
get acknowledge they’re 
not getting much help from 
an improving economy or 
lower gas prices.

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Air Force launches hush-hush mini-shuttle into space

CAPE CANAVERAL, Flor¬ 
ida (AP) — A mysterious 
space plane rocketed 
into orbit Wednesday, 
carrying no crew but a 
full load of technology 
experiments. 

The Air Force launched 
its unmanned mini-shuttle 
late Wednesday morn¬ 
ing. An Atlas V rocket lift¬ 
ed it up and out over the 
Atlantic. 

This is the fourth flight for 
fhe military research pro¬ 
gram, which is shrouded 
in secrecy. The last X-37B 
mission lasted 674 days 
and ended with a Cali¬ 
fornia touchdown. 
Altogether, the first three 
X-37B flights spanned 
1,367 days. That’s 3'/ 2 
years. 

The Air Force won’t say 
how long this particular 
mission will last or where it 
will end. Public commen¬ 
tary about the launch 
ended barely five min¬ 
utes after liftoff, well be¬ 
fore the space plane was 
supposed to settle into a 
relatively low orbit. 

The X-37B looks like a min¬ 


iature version of a NASA 
space shuttle. It is 29 feet 
(9 meters) long — about 
one-quarter the length of 
a space shuttle — and its 
wingspan is about 15 feet 
(4.6 meters). 

Like the old shuttle, 
the Boeing-built X-37B 
launches vertically and 
lands horizontally, is re¬ 


usable, and has lots of 
room for experiments. But 
no one flies on fherm; fhey 
are operated robotically. 
This X-37B — also known 
as OTV, or orbital test ve¬ 
hicle — has a materials- 
sample experiment on 
board for NASA, as well 
as an experimental elec¬ 
tric-propulsion thruster 


for the Air Force. But per¬ 
haps the most intriguing 
payload, at least from 
the public point of view, 
is a solar-sail demo spon¬ 
sored by the Planetary 
Society. 

The society’s chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer, Bill Nye, 
better known as Bill Nye 
the Science Guy, said a 


large, light, shiny Mylar 
sail measuring 32 square 
meters (344 square feet) 
was tucked into a small 
box for liftoff. The intent 
is for sunlight to propel it, 
once it is released and 
deployed in orbit. The 
sail hitched a ride on the 
upper-stage rocket for a 
test flight. 

Such technology could 
be useful for future mis¬ 
sions to monitor solar 
weather and keep a 
lookout for possible aster¬ 
oids headed our way. 
“We’re very hopeful 
that the thing will deploy 
properly, sunlight will hit 
it and get a push," Nye 
said after liftoff. 

A similar experiment by 
the group was lost in a 
Russian launch accident 
10 years ago. This time, it 
turned to United Launch 
Alliance, a venture be¬ 
tween Boeing and Lock¬ 
heed Martin Corp. 

The group’s members 
are "very happy to be 
aboard a U.S.-built, high- 
reliability big-time rock¬ 
et,” he told Atlas launch

CANNES, France (AP) — 

A dark side of the movie 
world has played out on¬ 
screen at Cannes in “An 
Open Secret,” a docu¬ 
mentary about child sexual 
abuse that calls itself “the 
movie Hollywood doesn’t 
want you to see." 

The film features interviews 
with former child acfors and 
models who were abused 
by agents, managers and 
other industry figures. The 
filmmakers hope if will en¬ 
courage more victims to 
speak out. 

“Once kids see that we 
stick up for the victims, then 
that's when I think more 
people will come forward,” 
Evan Henzi, a former child 
performer who was abused 
by his manager, said after 


a Tuesday screening. 

Henzi said his abuse “start¬ 
ed when I was 11 and I 
didn’t come forward until 
I was 18, and it ruined my 
entire childhood.” 

The film is directed by ac¬ 
claimed documentar- 
ian Amy Berg, who made 
miscarriage-of-justice story 
“West of Memphis" and the 
Academy Award-nominat¬ 
ed “Deliver us from Evil,” 
about child abuse in the 
Roman Catholic church. 
“An Open Secret” treads 
a careful legal line, nam¬ 
ing only abusers who have 
been convicted of sex of¬ 
fenses. 

One of the interviewees 
is Michael Egan, a former 
child actor who filed — and 
then dropped — a lawsuit 
accusing “X-Men” direc¬ 
tor Bryan Singer of sexu¬

It focuses on a handful of 
victims who were willing to 
speak on camera, but for¬ 
mer Olympic diving cham¬ 
pion Greg Louganis, who 
is in Cannes to support the 
movie, said this is “the tip of 
the iceberg in Hollywood.”

"Colossal” at the Cannes 
Film Festival. 

Toho created Godzilla with 
its 1954 classic film, owns 
the rights to the character 
and licenses it for figures 
and video games, as well 
as Hollywood remakes, 
such as lasf year’s “Godzil¬ 
la” movie directed by Ga¬ 
reth Edwards. 

The current complaint is 
over buzz that Los Ange¬ 
les-based Voltage is try¬ 
ing to create for director 
Nacho Vigalondo's “Co¬ 
lossal” that Toho says uses 
Godzilla images without 


permission or payment. 
Toho’s lawyers are seeking 
an injunction that would 
block production and dis¬ 
tribution of the film. 
Production for the film has 
not yet begun, and it is un¬ 
clear whether Godzilla will 
be in the finished product. 
But the lawsuit accus¬ 


es Voltage of using the 
Godzilla image in emails 
and other promotion ac¬ 
tivities, allegedly to raise 
funds for the film. 

Voltage Pictures President 
Jonathan Deckter de¬ 
clined to comment. 
Founded in 2005, Voltage 
Pictures is an international 


finance, production and 
distribution company, with 
a library of about 100 films, 
including “The Hurt Lock¬ 
er." 

In an August 2014 inter¬ 
view with Film Divider, an 


online publication about 
movies, Vigalondo said 
he planned to make a 
Godzilla film, but one that 
depicts the experience of 
being in the Godzilla rub¬ 
ber suit, as the monster 
was initially portrayed. 

“It’s going to be the 
cheapest Godzilla movie 
ever, I promise,” said Vi¬ 
galondo, who directed 
“Open Windows.” 

Toho’s reptilian monster 
mutated from nuclear- 
weapons testing and ap¬ 
pealed to the emotions of 
Japanese people trauma¬ 
tized by the atomic bomb¬ 
ings of Hiroshima and Na¬ 
gasaki. Over the decades, 
the creature wowed fans 
by stomping on cities, 
crashing new buildings 
and fighting other mon¬ 
sters. 

Toho killed Godzilla in 
2004, with the 28th film in 
the series, but has decid¬ 
ed to shoot a new film af¬ 
ter the Hollywood remake 
proved a hit.Q 


Critics slam HBO drama ‘Game

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

U.S. senator is among 
those condemning a rape 
scene on HBO's “Game 
of Thrones.” 

In a comment tweeted 
Tuesday, Sen. Claire Mc- 
Caskill described the sex¬ 
ual assault as “gratuitous” 
and “disgusting.” The 
Democratic lawmaker 
from Missouri said she was 
done with the show. 
Others critics included 
the website The Mary 
Sue, which offers a femi¬ 
nist view of pop culture. 
The website posted that it 
would no longer promote 
“Game of Thrones” and 
said that rape is not a de¬ 
vice to drive a story. 

HBO declined comment 
Tuesday on the reaction 
to the episode that de¬ 
buted last Sunday. An 
after-hours call to Mc- 
Caskill's office seeking 
further comment was not 
immediately returned. 

The attack involved newly 
married characters Sansa, 


played by Sophie Turner, 
and Ramsay, portrayed 
by Iwan Rheon. Ramsay's 
rape of Sansa was off- 
camera, suggested in her 
cries and the distress on a 
bystander's face. 

The scene differed from 
the work of George R.R. 
Martin, whose novels are 
the basis of “Game of 
Thrones." In Martin’s work, 
a different character mar¬ 
ries Ramsay and is sexu¬ 


ally assaulted by another 
man at Ramsay's direc¬ 
tion. 

Last season, HBO was 
slammed over another 
rape scene, that one in¬ 
volving incestuous lov¬ 
ers. The show's ongoing 
graphic violence also has 
drawn criticism. 

Despite the attacks, 
“Game of Thrones" re¬ 
mains a steady hit in its 
fifth season. □ 


NEW YORK (AP) — Barbra 
Streisand is set to publish 
her long-discussed and 
long-promised memoir.

Just in case you haven’t heard: 
May 28 is the date that George 
Pataki will announce whether 
he’s running for the Republican 
presidential nomination. 

Yes! George Pataki. Of New York. 
How can you not remember? He 
was governor for 12 years, for 
heaven’s sake. 

Actually, I can understand how 
it slipped your mind. In 1999, 
when Pataki was still in office and 
much more famous than he is to¬ 
day, he went to New Hampshire 
to feel out his presidential pros¬ 
pects, and I remember having 
an argument with a cabdriver in 
Manchester who was sure that 
the governor of New York was 
Rudy Giuliani. 

This is the season when America 
grows its crop of presidential 
candidates, and even if the 
names are improbable, atten¬ 
tion must be paid. 

While the Democratic side has 
not been particularly fertile, the 
Republican contenders are mul¬ 
tiplying like gerbils. Six hats are 
already in the ring. On May 27, 
Rick (Remember Me?) Santorum 
will tell us where his metaphorical 
headwear is going. A coy tweet 
from Texas reveals that Mr. and 
Mrs. Rick Perry “have been dis¬ 
cussing the future of this great 
country and how our family can 
play a role,” and promises “a 
special announcement” on June 
4. 

Donald Trump claims he’ll have 
some exciting news in June, too. 
It’s been a hard couple of weeks 
for Republicans, but the future is 
filled with cheer. No reason wor¬ 
rying about Jeb Bush cratering 
when you have Rick Santorum, 
Rick Perry, Donald Trump and 
George Pataki to look forward 
to. 

The first Republican debate is 
scheduled for Aug. 6 - plan your 
party now - and the way things 
stand, the crowd on stage may 
be the size of the Mormon Tab¬ 
ernacle Choir. Right now there 
seem to be at least 15 hopefuls. 
(Former ambassador John Bolton 
announced he would not be 
running this week, stunning many 
Americans who had no idea for¬ 
mer ambassador John Bolton 
even existed.) 

Let us count the candidates. 
Eleven of them are scheduled to 
give speeches at a Republican 
fundraiser in Iowa on Saturday 
night. That would include Jeb 
Bush, Dr. Ben Carson, Carly Fio¬ 
rina, Sen. Lindsey Graham, Gov. 
Bobby Jindal, George Pataki, 


Sen. Rand Paul, Rick Perry, Rick 
Santorum, Donald Trump and 
Gov. Scott Walker. 

And there’s more! The Iowa roster 
doesn’t include Gov. Chris Chris¬ 
tie, currently recovering from 
revelations about an $83,000 bill 
for snacks at NFL games that we 
hope will someday be known 
as Treatgate. Three already an- 
nouncedcandidates - Ted Cruz, 
Marco Rubio and Mike Hucka- 
bee - apparently had some¬ 
place better to be this weekend. 
(Let’s hope it’s the Mitt Romney- 
Evander Holyfield boxing match.) 
Give the Republicans credit. 
That’s a pretty diverse group, 
with one Indian-American, one 
African-American, two Cuban- 
Americans and, anyway, at least 
one woman. Plus, the list includes 
both the first surgeon to sepa¬ 
rate twins conjoined at the back 
of the head and the first reality- 
show host to fire Khloe Kardashi- 
an. 

Imagine all these people trying 
to get the nation’s attention in 
a debate. The Republicans are 
planning a maximum of 12 pri¬ 
mary debates this year, but it 
would take that many just to get 
the names straight. 

Both parties are trying to put a 
lid on the number of debates 
under the theory that they’re 
just opportunities for the future 
nominees to be embarrassed 
into saying something stupid. But 
the rest of the nation would be 
perfectly happy to have one ev¬ 
ery night. Really. It’s not like we 
can’t change the channel. And 
there’s always the hope that one 
of the fresh new faces will sud¬ 
denly announce that he believes 
in a past life he was Catherine 
the Great. 

The more candidates, the more 
possibilities of cheap thrills. How¬ 
ever, on the issues front, there’s 
already a lot of consensus. For 
instance, retroactive foreign poli¬ 
cy: If they could time-travel back 
to 2002, everybody would stay 
the heck out of Iraq. 

On the abortion issue, only Pataki 
is pro-choice. Perhaps you were 
under the impression that former 
business executive Carly Fiorina 
was a moderate on matters like 
reproduction rights - no. Or Don¬ 
ald Trump - no. Although I realize 
that Donald Trump couldn’t win 
you over if he announced he 
was donating his entire fortune to 
Planned Parenthood. Presuming 
there is an entire fortune. 
Anyhow, George Pataki has an¬ 
nounced he’s going to make an 
announcement. And why the 
heck not? At worst, he’s a deep¬ 
ly uncharismatic reminder of the 
days of yore, when life was sim¬ 
pler and a Bush was running for 
president. Even after it became 
clear that George W. was going 
to win the nomination, we fan¬ 
tasized about Pataki getting the 
second slot so the Republicans 
could have an entire ticket of 
governors named George. 

If W. had known then what he 
knows now, he might have con¬ 
sidered it. We’d have spent eight 
years with Vice President Pataki. 
And the world would be a better 
place.□

WASHINGTON - It isn’t about 
what we know now. 

It’s about what we knew then. 

It is simply not true, as Republican 
presidential aspirant Scott Walk¬ 
er said on Friday, that “any presi¬ 
dent would have likely taken the 
same action Bush did with the 
information he had.” 

That’s not giving enough credit 
to W. and his frothing band of 
Reservoir Dogs. 

It took a Herculean effort of 
imagination, manipulation and 
deception to concoct “the infor¬ 
mation” that propelled the inva¬ 
sion, occupation and destruction 
of a country that had nothing to 
do with 9/11. 

When the Republican House 
majority leader at the time, Dick 
Armey, balked at invading Iraq 
unprovoked, because Saddam 
was a clownish tyrant but not a 
nuclear menace to America, 
Dick Cheney summoned Armey 
to his Capitol hideaway and co¬ 
erced him with brazen fabrica¬ 
tions. 

As Barton Gellman wrote in 
“Angler: The Cheney Vice Presi¬ 
dency,” Cheney tried to spook 
his old friend in September 2002 
by confiding that the Iraqis were 
well on their way to developing 
miniaturized nuclear weapons 
and that al-Qaida was working 
with Saddam and his family - 
both spurious assertions. 

Aside from the Blair poodle and 
the Coalition of the Willing-to- 
Overlook-Counterfeit-Claims, our 
allies tried to warn us. You know 
you’re in trouble when the Ger¬ 
mans tell you that you’re too 
militaristic. The Saudis thought 
Saddam was a monster, but 
they sent top emissaries to urge 
W. against war. Prince Saud, the 
foreign minister, and Prince Ban¬ 
dar, the ambassador in Wash¬ 
ington, told the president that 
Saddam had assured them that 


he would allow the inspectors 
in. The Saudis explained what 
should have been obvious to the 
foreign affairs neophyte in the 
Oval Office: Saddam, who was 
writing romance novels, listen¬ 
ing to Frank Sinatra and reading 
Hemingway’s “The Old Man and 
the Sea,” was simply blustering 
like any Arab despot would, try¬ 
ing to deter Iran with a big imagi¬ 
nary cache of WMD. 

Everyone paying attention af¬ 
ter 9/11 knew that the Bush 
crew had crudely and cynically 
switched villains, diverting Amer¬ 
ica’s fury and fear from Osama, 
whose address was unknown, to 
Saddam, a reliable Bush family 
punching bag. They used patrio¬ 
tism like brass knuckles. 

It was the Potomac version of 
“Murder on the Orient Express.” 
All those who pushed, or went 
along with, the Iraq invasion, had 
different but interlocking mo¬ 
tives for the crime: W. wanted to 
avenge and one-up his father, 
whom he accused of cutting 
and running in Iraq; Hillary want¬ 
ed to show that she could man- 
up; Cheney wanted to make 
America a hyperpower. Donald 
Rumsfeld wanted a target-rich 
environment to pound some Ar¬ 
abs. Paul Wolfowitz wanted to 
turn Iraq into a model kitchen for 
democracy. 

Karl Rove, who once thought the 
war would help build a Republi¬ 
can empire at home, still defends 
it. At a University of Connecticut 
speechin March, he was con¬ 
fronted by an Iraq war veteran 
who asked him to apologize for 
the “useless war.” Rove insisted 
that “it was the right thing to 
remove Saddam Hussein from 
power.” 

But, as Sen. Rand Paul bluntly ar¬ 
gued last weekend while visiting 
a San Francisco tech company, 
America was better off with Sad¬ 
dam in power. 

“Every time we’ve toppled a sec¬ 
ular strong man, we’ve gotten 
chaos and more radical Islam, 
and we’re all less safe because 
of it,” the Republican of Kentucky 
told me. “I think I could say that 
at the Iowa Republican conven¬ 
tion and still be well-received 
with it.” 

Col. Lawrence Wilkerson, the for¬ 
mer chief of staff to Colin Powell, 
told the Concord Monitor that 
it was a “fair assessment” to say 
Iraq was better off under Sad¬ 
dam. 


In 1993, I covered Jeb on his 
thwarted first try to be Florida 
governor. He seemed mildly an¬ 
noyed that his raffish older broth¬ 
er had jumped into the arena to 
run for governor in Texas. W. was 
co-opting Jeb’s campaign lines 
and making it, as Jeb worried, “a 
People magazine story,” a Twee- 
dledee and Tweedledum power 
grab. 

“As the son of a famous person,” 
Jeb told me on the trail then, “I 
carry the pluses and minuses of 
past wars.” 

But, now, as the brother of a fa¬ 
mous person, he literally carries 
the minuses of past wars. In a 
dunderheaded move that has 
hobbled his nascent 2016 cam¬ 
paign, Jeb wanted to breeze 
past any discussion of W.’s Oedi- 
pal crash into the globe, hiding 
behind the flag of Bush loyalty 
and the family allergy to hypo- 
theticals. 

Since Jeb purloined Florida for 
W., under family pressure, the 
Good Son bears some respon¬ 
sibility for the Prodigal Son plop¬ 
ping the country into a “doo doo 
ball,” as one of Poppy Bush’s pals 
calls it. 

Jeb had barely finished insisting 
that he was his own man before 
he voluntarily shackled himself 
to W., putting several members 
of his brother’s war-torture-and- 
Katrina tarnished brain trust on his 
advisory list and telling a group 
of financiers in New York that W. 
was his top adviser on the Middle 
East! 

The 62-year-old was schooled 
on W.’s deadly Middle East leg¬ 
acy by a 19-year-old University 
of Nevada student, Ivy Ziedrich, 
who explained to the would-be 
leader of the free world that ISIS 
- which is gobbling up more and 
more pieces of Iraq - was not 
the virulent spawn of President 
Barack Obama’s policies, but of 
his brother’s. 

As with the Clintons, the fraught 
family dynamic of the Bushes 
spills over to affect life-or-death 
policymaking. While they pro¬ 
claim they don’t want to be on 
the couch about their misguided 
dreams of empire, we get en¬ 
snared in their “Empire”-style psy¬ 
chodramas. 

And consider this: Jeb hasn’t 
even been asked any questions 
yet about W.’s dark contributions 
on waterboarding, the deficit 
and the near-total collapse of

We were sitting in the

son, when the waiter told 
us to dip the meat into a 
tureen of lobster butter. 
It was a dark and cloud¬ 
ed sauce, slightly yellow, 
slightly green. We dipped 
and ate - sweet shrimp 
meat against deep salin¬ 
ity and velvet sauciness - 
and it was like hearing a 
summer anthem for the 
very first time, addictive 
from the start. We dipped 
everything in lobster but¬ 
ter that night. We're still at 
it now, and will be through 
Labor Day. 

Summer cooking is differ¬ 
ent from the kitchen she¬ 
nanigans we get into dur¬ 
ing the rest of the year. 
We discover flavors, or 
methods, and we hit re¬ 
peat on their excellence, 
again and again. We get 
into grooves. We use just 
a couple of techniques 
and ingredients and we 
stick with them, as long 
as we can, because the 
ingredients are awesome 


few other easy, versatile 
flavor enhancers that can 
improve most everything 
they touch. Each sum¬ 
mer’s hit song has a hook 
that makes it irresistible. 
These insta-sauces and 
spice rubs and marinades 
are our culinary version of 
those: recipes to lift main 
dishes that are otherwise 
simply cooked. 

So we’ll use the lobster 
butter for shrimp, fish, 
clams and mussels, as a 
mix-in for spaghetti, and 
probably for corn when 
it comes. It is as simple 
as anything to prepare. 
Steam some lobsters and 
enjoy them, then harvest 
the shells to roast down 
and bubble with 1 pound 
or more of unsalted but¬ 
ter, like a stock made with 
fat instead of water. 

Too much effort for you? 
We’ll take those high-fat 
European butters they 
sell at the fancymart and 
make some simple com¬ 


London broils to feed a 
crowd. And we'll mix up 
a strong Italianate mari¬ 
nade to use on chicken, 
pork, beef, lamb or veni¬ 
son. The flavor is retro- 
regional, a nod to the 
skewered spiedies of up¬ 
state New York. We’ll use 
it when we want to grill 
skewered meats for din¬ 
ner, which is something 
(the forecast says) we will 
want to do a lot. 

SPIEDIE MARINADE 

Time: 5 minutes 
1 cup extra-virgin olive oil 
3/4 cup red wine vinegar 
Zest of 1 lemon 
1/4 cup freshly squeezed 
lemon juice (about 2 lem¬ 
ons) 

4 cloves garlic, peeled, 
smashed and roughly 
chopped 
1 bay leaf 

1 tablespoon thyme 
leaves 

1 tablespoon oregano 


1 teaspoon freshly 
cracked black pepper 
1 teaspoon red pepper 
flakes, or to taste 
Whisk together all the in¬ 
gredients in a large bowl, 
then use as a marinade 
for cubes of chicken, 
pork, lamb or beef. 

Yield: Enough for 2 to 3 
pounds meat 

LOBSTER BUTTER 

Time: 45 minutes 
Shells of cooked lobsters, 
crushed into small pieces 
8 tablespoons (1 stick) un¬ 
salted butter per lobster 

1. Heat oven to 300 de¬ 
grees. Put lobster shells 
on the largest sheet pan 
you can fit in the oven, 
and allow them to dry 
and roast, about 15 to 20 
minutes. Remove and set 
aside. 

2. Meanwhile, melt 1 stick 
butter per lobster in a 
large bowl or double boil¬ 
er over simmering water, 


making sure bowl does 
not touch the surface of 
water. Add lobster shells 
to the melted butter and 
simmer gently, without 
boiling, about 20 minutes. 

3. Strain the melted butter 
through a cheesecloth- 
lined sieve into another 
bowl, then set that bowl 
into ice to chill. Cover 
bowl and refrigerate to 
set, then skim off the top 
and discard any liquids. 
Use within a few days, 
or freeze for up to a few 
weeks. 

Yield: 1/2 cup 

COMPOUND BUTTER 

Time: 10 minutes 
8 tablespoons unsalted 
butter 

1 tablespoon herb leaves, 
minced 

1 small shallot, peeled 
and minced 

2 teaspoons freshly 
squeezed lemon or lime 
juice 

Splash Champagne- or 
white-wine vinegar 
Put the butter on a cut¬ 
ting board and, using a 
fork, cut the other ingre¬ 
dients into it until the but¬ 
ter is creamy and smooth. 
Scrape the butter togeth¬ 
er with a chef’s knife, and 
form it into a rough log. 
If making ahead of time, 
roll it tightly in a sheet of 
plastic wrap and refriger¬ 
ate or freeze until ready 
to use. 

Yield: 1/2 cup 

SUMMER DRY RUB 

Time: 5 minutes 

1/2 cup paprika, or 1/3 

cup smoked paprika 

1/4 cup kosher salt 

1/4 cup freshly ground 

black pepper 

1/4 cup brown sugar 

1/4 cup chili powder 

3 tablespoons ground 
cumin 

2 tablespoons ground co¬ 
riander 

1 tablespoon cayenne 
pepper, or to taste 
Combine all ingredients in 
a bowl and mix well with a 
fork to break up the sugar 
and combine the spices. 
Mixture will keep in an air¬ 
tight container, out of the 
light, for a few months. 
Yield: 2 3/4 cupsQ
